The Commissioner of the General 


Land Office has written, under date of 
October 2d, the following letter to the 
Registers and Receivers of the Eureka 
and Carson Land Offices, with reference 
to the fencing of public lands: 


The matter of the unlawful fencing of 


public lands, the exclusion or preven- 
tion of settlements thereby, and the 
illegal acquisition of title to inclosed 
lands and the sources of water supply, 
and of other public lands, have attract- 
ed public attention and been brought 
prominently before Congress. 


In order that I may be furnished -with 


the most thorough information rtpon 
these points for communication to Con- 
gress when called upon, I request you 
to prepare and forward at as early a 
date as practicable a statement compris- 
ing your specific knowledge and general 
information in regard to the fencing of 
public lands by both Americans and 
foreign firms, corporations, persons or 
syndicates, the extent to which lands 
are so fenced in your district, the effect 
of such inolosures upon immigration 
and settlement, to what extent and by 
what methods the country is controlled 
in the grazing regions, including the 
control of the water supply, and any 
other facts or information of interest in 
connection with such appropriation and 
control, and so far as may be conven- 
ient, the number and names of the 
principal parties effecting such appro- 
priations or exercising such control. 


Also a statement to the extent to 


which and the means whereby public 
lands in your district, without as well 
as within stock ranges, we entered in 
fraud or evasion of the law, or which, 


" through the medium of such entries, 
pass into the hands of large possessors, 
whether for agricultural, grazing, min- 
ing, timbering or other purposes. Very 
respectfully.

well-devised measure for the consolida- 
tion of Storey, Lyon, Ormsby 
and 


Douglas counties, proper provision be- 
ing made by law in any scheme of 
county consolidation for. the discharge 
of the present indebtedness of the afore- 
said counties by the inhabitants thereof.
